General 

•  All  data  for  this  publication  are  taken  from  the  Joint  Personnel  Administration  (JPA)  system. 
Due  to  ongoing  validation  of  data  from  this  system,  all  location  data  are  currently  provisional, 
out  of  scope  of  National  Statistics  and  subject  to  review. 

•  The  Tri-Service  total  strength  has  increased  by  2.8%  from  186,170  at  1®‘  October  2008  to 
191,320  at1"‘  October  2009. 

•  The  Tri-Service  total  strength  stationed  in  the  United  Kingdom  has  increased  by  4.4%  from 
1 58,630  at  1 October  2008  to  1 65,680  at  1 October  2009.

•  No  major  changes  this  quarter. 


Army 

•  Harrogate  has  seen  a  rise  in  personnel  from  2,610  in  Jul  09  to  2,750  in  Oct  09.  This  is  due  to 
the  cyclical  nature  of  training  units  at  Army  Foundation  College  (AFC). 

•  Richmondshire  has  seen  a  rise  in  personnel  from  8,120  in  Jul  09  to  8,420  in  Oct  09.  This  is 
due  to  soldier  intake  at  Infantry  Training  Centre  -  Catterick  barracks. 

•  Greenwich  and  Westminster  have  seen  movements  in  personnel  of  the  7*'^  Armoured  Division 
Coldstream  Guards.  Greenwich  has  seen  a  rise  in  personnel  from  160  in  Jul  09  to  300  in  Oct 
09.  Westminster  saw  a  reduction  in  personnel  from  2,440  in  Jul  09  to  2,300  in  Oct  2009. 

•  Guiidford  has  seen  a  fall  in  personnel  from  2,760  in  Jul’OO  to  2,630  in  Oct’09.  This  is  due  to 
the  cyclical  nature  of  training  units  at  Army  Training  Regiment  Pirbright.
